Actually,  this  report  is  really  the  work  of  Dr.  A.  H. 
Wear  who  retired  in  November.  1 would  like  here  to 
thank  him  for  the  kindness  and  friendliness  which  he  has 
shown  to  me. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  para-typhoid  fever  in 
surrounding  areas  during  October  and  November.  6 cases 
occurred  in  Clowne  but  all  of  them  recovered. 

Much  improvement  has  been  made  on  the  housing 
front  during  the  past  year.  A good  house  is  a fundamental 
of  good  health,  and  I am  sure  that  all  those,  who  have  been 
rehoused,  will  join  with  me  in  thanking  everyone  who  has 
helped  towards  this  improvement. 

I have  only  been  here  a short  time  but  I feel  quite 
settled.  This  is  due  entirely  to  the  welcome,  help  and 
support  which  I have  received.  For  these,  I give  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Members  and  Officials  of 
the  Council.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  IN  THE  AREA 

The  Bolsover  Ambulance  Station  (Bolsover  2121)  provide  a 
service  for  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  during  the  day-time. 
For  cases  during  night-time  the  ambulances  at  Chesterfield  Station 
(Chesterfield  6282)  are  available. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  They  are 
held  weekly  at  Clowne  and  fornightly  at  Creswell  and  Whitwell. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINICS 

This  clinic  is  at  Brimington  Road,  Chesterfield  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  from  9.30  to  12  a.m. 

Children  and  contacts  attend  on  Tuesday  from  2 to  4 p.m., 
Workers  on  Thursdays  from  4 to  6.30  p.m.  a ‘Refill’  Clinic  is  held 
on  Mondays  from  3.30  to  6.30  p.m. 

There  is  no  morning  Clinic  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in 
each  month. 

VENEREAL  CLINICS 

Chesterfield  Royal  Hospital  : — 

Males  : Friday,  2.30  to  4.30  p.m. 

Tuesday,  5 to  6.45  p.m. 

Females  : Tuesday,  2.30  to  4.30  p.m. 

Friday,  5 to  6.30  p.m. 

Urgent  cases  may  attend  on  any  weekday  at  10  a.m.  and  5 p.m. 
(except  Saturday)  but  the  specialist  is  not  in  attendance  at  these 
times. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF 
HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

WATER 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  samples  are  invariably  satisfactory. 
The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent,  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  Hod- 
thorpe  Pumping  Station  which  is  at  the  entrance  to  the  Clowne  Area. 
•2  parts  per  million  of  chlorine  is  added  to  the  water. 

Monthly  samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  were 
collected  at  Hodthorpe  Pumping  Station.  At  this  point  a regular 
dose  of  chlorine  has  been  applied  throughout  the  year  and  Colifonn 
bacteria  were  absent  from  100  ml.  of  water  on  all  samples  tested. 
Agar-plate  counts  have  also  been  zero. 

Regular  samples  for  bacteriological  and  physical  analysis  were 
also  collected  at  the  following  distribution  points  : — 

Barlborough  Reservoirs  (2). 

Barlborough  Tank. 

Household  Taps  in  Clowne  and  Creswell. 
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Colifomi  organisms  in  small  numbers  were  detected  in  Barl- 
borough  Reservoirs  during  September,  but  an  increased  dose  of 
chlorine  at  Hodthorpe  proved  effective  in  eliminating  the  organisms 
before  the  water  was  distributed.  The  other  sampling  points  all 
gave  satisfactory  results  throughout  the  year. 

The  chemical  results  have  been  fairly  constant  and  the  following 
result  is  typical  of  the  water  supplied.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  point 
out  that  the  fluoride  content  is  only  OT  p.p.m. 

During  the  summer  months  samples  from  the  public  swimming 
baths  at  Creswell  all  proved  satisfactory  both  chemically  and 
bacteriologically.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  WORKS 

The  new  Mount  Pleasant,  West  Lea  and  Cockhouse  Sewage 
Works  at  Clown  work  satisfactorily.  However,  the  Barlborough 
Sewage  Works  gave  poor  effluents,  and  a scheme  for  new  works  was 
presented  to  the  minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

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HOUSING 

During  1955,  66  houses  and  flats  have  been  completed  by  the 
Council  and  240  houses  have  been  built  by  the  National  Coal  Board 
at  Creswell.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever 

107  cases  were  notified.  Barlborough  had  7 cases  and  the 
remaining  cases  were  distributed  fairly  evenly  in  the  other  three 
parishes.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  character  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  There  was  only  one  adult  case. 

Diphtheria 

Not  one  notification  of  this  disease  was  received. 

May  I repeat  what  has  been  said  in  previous  Annual  Reports. 
It  is  most  important  that  there  should  not  be  any  lessening  of  the 
immunisation  campaign.  Diphtheria  is  still  a deadly  disease  and 
will  return  if  the  number  of  immunised  children  diminish.  Even 
when  not  fatal,  diphtheria  may  affect  a child’s  nerves  and  heart. 
It  is  very  infectious  and  is  spread  by  a germ  which  passes  from 
one  child  to  another.  Diphtheria  is  not  caused  by  bad  drains. 

Immunisation  is  the  only  safeguard  and  helps  to  build  up 
natural  defences  against  the  disease.  It  is  wise  to  have  baby 
immunised  at  8 months  of  age  and  again  at  5 years.  It  is  a simple 
process,  usually  painless  and  is  free  to  every  one  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  Injections  can  be  given  either  by  the  family 
doctor  or  by  the  doctor  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 
Poliomyelitis 

One  notification  was  received.  This  was  a girl  of  12  years 
living  at  Creswell ; who  developed  paralytic  poliomyelitis. 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

There  were  6 cases.  In  May,  a woman  and  a child  living  in  the 
same  house  both  developed  Sonne  Dysentery.  Both  recovered. 
In  September  there  were  4 cases  (3  children  and  1 adult)  in  two 
neighbouring  houses  in  West  Lea  Cottages,  Clowne.  Faeces  from 
these  persons  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Derby  but  the  results 
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were  negative.  Clinically  they  were  typical  cases  of  Sonne  Dysen- 
tery. All  recovered.  The  outbreak  was  due  to  two  causes  : — 

1 . the  hot  day. 

2.  the  dilapidated  privy  middens  attached  to  these  cottages. 

These  two  factors  caused  a swarm  of  flies  which  invaded  the 
larders  of  these  houses.  These  insanitary  privy  middens  have  now 
been  abolished  and  water  closets  substituted  to  the  benefit  of  all 
concerned. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  was  notified  in  August  from  Creswell — a middle  aged 
woman  who  had  been  staying  in  Keeton  Park  area  in  the  West 
Riding  and  who  the  day  before  she  returned  ate  some  tinned  tunny 
fish.  She  took  ill  immediately  on  her  return  to  Creswell.  Samples 
of  her  faeces  and  of  the  tunny  fish  were  sent  for  analysis  at  the 
laboratory  but  result  was  negative. 

Measles 

215  measles  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  cough 

85  cases  were  notified.  Most  of  these  were  in  the  parish  of 
Whitwell.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Para-typhoid  fever 

An  extensive  epidemic  of  food  poisoning  due  to  para-typhoid 
B.  and  to  a less  extent  to  salmonella  typhi-murium  occurred  in 
October  and  November  in  the  Boroughs  of  Worksop  and  Mansfield 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Kirkby-in-Aslifield.  These  towns  are 
in  Nottinghamshire  but  are  close  to  the  border  of  Derbyshire 
adjoining  Clowne  R.D. 

In  spite  of  the  extensive  nature  of  this  outbreak  only  6 definite 
cases  of  Para.  B.  and  none  of  salmonella  were  found  in  Clowne  R.D. 
4 of  these  cases  were  in  Whitwell  parish  and  2 in  Clowne.  3 of  them 
were  healthy  carriers.  Altogether  13  suspected  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  kept  under  observation  by  the  Health  Authorities 
during  these  two  months  and  numerous  samples  of  stools  from 
them  sent  to  the  laboratories  at  Derby  and  Sheffield  but  as  already 
stated  only  6 definite  cases  were  confirmed. 

The  mildness  of  the  disease  and  the  fact  that  the  carriers  were 
perfectly  healthy  added  to  the  difficulty  in  preventing  the  spread 
of  the  disease.  Fortunately,  the  persons  concerned  were  most 
co-operative  and  all  cases  were  able  to  be  sent  to  hospital  so  that 
the  outbreak  soon  faded  out.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR 
AND  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
For  the  Year  1955 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Clowne  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  attention  my  9th 
Annual  Report. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I reported  an  increase  of  work  brought 
about  by  the  decontrol  of  meat,  the  increasing  number  of  planning 
applications,  action  dealing  with  unfit  property  and  applications  for 
Improvement  Grants.  This  increase  has  not  only  been  maintained 
in  some  sections  but  the  volume  of  work  has  been  greater  in  others. 
I reported  that  in  1947,  2,667  animals  were  slaughtered  and 
inspected,  in  1954  the  number  was  29,383,  last  year  the  number  of 
animals  inspected  was  40,501.  Meat  inspection  makes  heavy 
demands  on  the  staff  and  the  vast  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  since  last  year  has  meant  overtime,  week  end  and 
holiday  working  even  with  an  increased  staff.  It  is  an  expensive 
service  which  the  Council  have  a duty  to  maintain,  the  bulk  of  the 
meat  produced  from  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  is  consumed 
in  widely  separate  parts  of  the  country.  It  does  seem  that  an  unfair 
financial  burden  is  being  placed  on  the  Council. 

I have  reported  as  fully  as  possible  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department  and  I hope  it  will  prove  to  be  a useful  source  of 
reference. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  and  officers  of  other  Authorities  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance.

HOUSING 

In  December  66  houses  and  flats  had  been  completed  and  let 
by  the  Council  and  a further  1 18  dwellings  and  29  garages  were  under 
construction.  The  total  number  of  houses  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  then  was  1,659  of  which  7 were  houses  not  originally  built 
for  the  Council  and  which  have  since  been  acquired. 

The  240  houses  built  by  the  National  Coal  Board  in  Creswell 
have  eased  the  housing  situation  generally.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
773  housing  applications  were  recorded  on  the  lists.  This  shows  a 
decrease  on  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  17|%.  The  slum  clearance 
programme  was  commenced  and  rehousing  of  the  displaced  persons 
placed  an  added  burden  on  the  housing  resources  of  the  Council. 

Maintenance 

A total  of  4,542  defects  were  remedied  by  the  Council’s  Housing 
Maintenance  Staff. 

Exterior  painting  was  carried  out  by  the  Council  to  135  houses 
and  45  bungalows.

No  instances  of  bed  bug  infestation  was  reported  nor  discovered 
during  the  year. 

Private  Building 

38  houses  were  completed  and  a further  5 were  under  construc- 
tion. Several  instances  of  byelaw  contravention  were  discovered 
but  no  action  was  taken  against  the  contractors  concerned  following 
assurance  that  there  would  be  no  recurrence.  One  contractor  has 
undertaken  to  make  good  an  irregular  installation  and  the  need  for 
legal  proceedings  against  future  offenders  should  be  considered. 

PRIVATELY  OWNED  HOUSES 

A summary  of  work  done  to  privately  owned  houses  consequent 
upon  formal  and  informal  action  by  the  Council  is  reported  under 
heading  P.H.A.  1936. 

It  was  thought  that  there  would  be  an  increase  in  the  amount 
ot  work  done  to  privately  owned  houses  after  the  introduction  of  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  The  first  optimism  regarding 
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the  new  rent  proposal  quickly  faded  when  more  details  of  the  scheme 
became  known.  Many  owners  are  still  reluctant  to  carry  out  even 
normal  maintainance  work.

IMPROVEMENT  -GRANTS 

Considerable  extra  work  was  imposed  on  the  Department  in 
connection  with  the  scheme  for  grants  to  improve  certain  classes 
of  property.  Such  a scheme  is  a very  welcome  method  of  extending 
the  useful  life  of  many  structurally  sound  houses  lacking  in  amenities 
and  it  is  a pity  more  property  owners  have  not  taken  advantage  of  it. 

During  1955,  136  houses  were  the  subject  of  improvement  grant 
applications  of  which  46  payments  were  made,  85  premises  were 
awaiting  completion  prior  to  payment  and  5 were  withdrawn.  The 
total  money  involved  was  £15,159  17s.  9d.  and  the  total  amount 
paid  was  £3,787  Os.  6d.  The  former  figure  is  an  increase  on  last  year 
of  £13,972  6s.  3d. 

Improvements  and  conversions  at  West  Lea,  Clowne  were 
commenced  and  involved  the  laying  of  450  yards  of  4"  drain  and 
422  yards  of  6"  drain.  78  visits  were  made  to  the  site  and  102 
separate  water  tests  were  made  on  a total  of  94  lengths.  This 
project  should  be  completed  during  the  summer  of  1956  and  will  add 
considerably  to  the  effluent  received  at  the  new  Low  Road  sewage 
works. 

The  improvements  carried  out  to  all  houses  included  provision 
of  baths  and  running  hot  water  supply,  the  average  approved  cost 
per  house  was  £223  4s.  Od. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936— UNFIT  HOUSES 

Slum  Clearance 

The  first  year  programme  commenced  in  1955  and  two  houses 
were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  two  demolition 
orders  were  made  and  a total  of  seven  houses  were  demolished  or 
closed  pending  demolition.  Several  scheduled  properties  were 
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closed  voluntarily  by  the  owners,  and  undertakings  given  to 
demolish  or  convert  to  other  use.  Many  houses  in  the  area  are 
below  standard  but  are  not  sufficiently  dilapidated  to  warrant 
representation  as  unfit.  These  houses  show  insufficient  return  to 
encourage  further  investment  to  bring  them  to  a reasonable 
standard. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  supplies  to  the  District  are  satisfactory,  new  mains  and 
incidental  works  have  been  completed  to  serve  new  housing  sites. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Parish  of  Barlborough 

Slaley  Lane,  Works. 

The  main  works  at  Barlborough  are  overloaded  as  a result  of 
development  in  its  drainage  area  and  building  on  the  New  Road  site 
will  add  to  the  difficulties.  2 samples  were  taken  and  1 was 
satisfactory.  The  scheme  for  modernising  these  works  is  in  hand. 
Barbers  Row  and  Wood  Lane  Disposal  Plant 

These  plants  deal  with  sink  wastes  mainly  and  three  water 
closets.  Preliminary  enquiries  have  been  made  concerning  the 
resewering  of  Barbers  Row  and  Wood  Lane. 

Parish  of  Clowne 

Hollin  Hill  Works. 

These  works  are  working  to  capacity  as  they  receive  the 
effluent  of  the  Bacon  Factory,  whose  through-put  has  increased 
nearly  twenty  times  that  of  1947  and  the  increasing  number  of 
houses  on  the  Clowne  Estates. 

Two  samples  of  the  final  effluent  were  taken  and  one  was  found 
to  be  unsatisfactorjc 

Low  Road  Works 

These  works  are  giving  satisfactory  effluent  but  are  not  yet 
working  to  the  capcity  for  which  they  were  designed.  Flow  will 
increase  when  the  West  Lea  improvements  are  completed. 

The  final  effluent  is  satisfactory. 

Parish  of  Creswell 

Hennymoor  Works 

Two  samples  of  the  existing  works  were  taken,  one  of  which 
was  satisfactory.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  however,  that  the 
overflows  along  the  line  of  the  sewer  are  continuously  in  action. 

New  Works 

Considerable  progress  had  been  made  prior  to  the  discovery 
early  in  the  year  of  damage  due  to  mining  operations.  A halt  had 
to  be  called  to  the  construction  of  the  works  but  the  laying  of  the 
sewers  in  the  village  has  continued. 


Parish  of  Whitwell 


Whitwell  Works 

In  December  it  was  noted  that  these  works  were  becoming 
flooded  by  the  adjoining  stream.  Observations  were  taken  and 
approach  was  being  made  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  the  National 
Coal  Board  to  take  necessary  steps  to  obviate  this. 

This  is  a modernised  plant  and  gave  satisfactory  effluents  during 
the  year. 

Hodthorpe  Works 

As  reported  in  my  report  of  1954  these  works  are  showing  signs 
of  overloading.  Nothing  further  has  been  done  but  this  plant  must 
be  modified  at  some  near  future  date.  Three  samples  of  the  effluent 
were  taken  and  two  were  unsatisfactory. 

General 

Instructions  were  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  take 
steps  to  obviate  the  flooding  of  Station  Road,  Whitwell. 

Approximately  62  chokages  of  public  sewers  were  dealt  with 
by  the  Council  involving  almost  300  houses. 

CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

A weekly  dustbin  emptying  service  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council.  The  cleansing  of  privy  middens  and  emptying  of  pails 
and  cesspools  is  included  in  the  cleansing  service.  A fleet  of  6 
vehicles  comprising  2 side  loaders,  one  rear  loading  fore  and  after 
tipper  and  three  open  lorries  are  in  use. 

Cesspool  emptying  is  affected  by  hand  pump  into  a 500  gallon 
tank  which  is  loaded  onto  one  of  the  open  lorries.

Routine  inspections  of  the  District  have  been  carried  out  and 
3,384  visits  have  been  made  investigating  various  complaints  and 
abating  nuisances  found.  231  informal  notices  were  sent  during 
the  year  and  127  formal  notices  were  served.  Repairs  to  old 
property  have  continued  but  difficulty  has  been  experienced  due  to 
a continual  decline  in  the  condition  of  this  type  of  property  and 
to  a shortage  of  general  property  repairers.  104  houses  were 
repaired  by  owners  as  a result  of  informal  action  by  the  Council. 
127  houses  as  a result  of  formal  action  and  in  62  cases  the  work  was 
carried  out  by  the  Council  following  default  by  the  owner.  In  these 
latter  cases  the  costs  are  recoverable  by  the  Council.  In  one  in- 
stance legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  connection  with  two  proper- 
ties and  whilst  the  magistrate  imposed  no  fine  for  non-compliance 
with  an  abatement  notic£,  a nuisance  order  was  made  requiring  the 
owner  to  remedy  the  defects. 

A total  of  409  nuisances  were  abated  during  the  year  of  which 
82  were  defective  roofs  and  rain  water  gutters  and  pipes,  47  were 
defective  cooking  ranges,  30  related  to  plasterwork  and  82  were 
defects  to  drainage  systems.

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CONVERSIONS 

Progress  in  conversion  work  has  been  satisfactory  and  with  the 
completion  of  West  Lea  the  only  remaining  large  area  in  Clowne  for 
conversion  will  be  Mount  Pleasant.  A start  has  already  been  made 
in  this  area  and  four  premises  were  converted  in  1955.  Works  on  a 
further  six  has  commenced. 

The  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the  area  is  79  serving  approx- 
imately 94  premises.  There  are  122  ashpits  and  191  pails.  It  is  not 
physically  possible  to  convert  some  of  these  properties  but  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  convert  existing  premises  within  financial 
limitations.  Several  properties  have  been  voluntarily  converted 
by  owners.  The  grant  given  by  the  Council  in  these  cases  was 
increased  from  £10  to  £13  in  view  of  increased  costs  of  labour  and 
materials  over  the  past  five  years.

PROVISION 

OF  DUSTBINS 

The  Council  continue  to  supply  approved  dustbins  and  73  have 
been  provided  to  private  owners.  6 dustbins  have  been  supplied 
in  default.  As  a result  of  purchase  tax  increases  the  cost  of  the 
standard  bin  rose  from  26/10d.  to  39/6d.  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  six  caravans  used  as  permanent  dwellings  licensed  in 
the  area.  Several  licences  have  been  issued  for  temporary  siting 
by  civil  enginering  contractors. 

INFECTION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Disinfection  after  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  carried  out  in 
the  home  and  after  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  at  Clowne  Infants 
School,  the  classroom  concerned  was  disinfected.  123  infectious 
disease  cases  were  notified  of  which  106  were  scarlet  fever.  A large 
scale  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  neighbouring  districts  affected 
this  area  to  only  a small  degree.  12  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
reported,  8.1  of  which  proved  to  be  positive.31  specimens  were 
obtained  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  None  of  the  cases  was  traced  to  an  infection  within 
the  district. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


No  serious  reservoir  infestations  of  rats  exist  in  the  district  and 
in  spite  of  the  extra  work  imposed  on  the  Rodent  Operator  two 
sewer  treatments  were  effectively  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  instructions.  No  large  scale 
sewer  infestations  were  recorded  and  of  266  manholes  baited  takes 
were  observed  in  only  24  cases  giving  a figure  of  90%.

1955.  Food  shops  have  been  visited  in  a preliminary  survey 
pending  publication  of  the  hygiene  requirements  and  the  general 
standard  was  found  to  comply  with  existing  requirements. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

Three  ice  cream  premises  were  licensed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Most  retailers  only  selling  wrapped  ice  cream. 

57  visits  were  made  to  retail  food  shops  in  connection  with 
unfit  foods  and  138  certificates  were  issued.  This  work  is  additional 
to  pre-war  commitments  and  no  legal  significance  under  the  food 
and  drugs  act  is  attached  to  these  certificates  nor  is  the  Local 
Authority  required  to  issue  them.  It  does,  however,  assist  the 


retailer  in  his  subsequent  claims.  Details  of  food  dealt  with  in  this

CAFES  AND  CANTEENS 

There  are  14  cafes  and  canteens  in  the  district  and  the  general 
standard  was  satisfactory  bearing  in  mind  the  existing  requirements. 
The  number  of  meals  served  in  these  establishments  has  decreased 
considerably  since  the  end  of  rationing  but  standards  of  hygiene 
must  not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  if  food  poisoning  and  other 
disorders  are  to  be  avoided.  Making-up  places  and  other  food 
preparing  premises  are  within  this  category  and  in  spite  of  the 
pressure  of  other  work,  time  must  be  found  to  maintain  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  these  establishments.  The  ultimate 
sanction  lies  with  the  public  and  it  may  well  be  that  a policy  of 
active  co-operation  with  the  retailer  will  yield  the  best  results. 

ICE  CREAM 

There  is  one  ice  cream  manufacturer  in  the  area  who  produces 
from  a cold  mix,  the  premises  are  satisfactory. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  six  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  your  district  and  meat 
inspection  has  continued  to  take  up  a considerable  amount  of  time 
of  the  Department.  788  visits  being  made  to  the  slaughterhouses. 
Details  of  slaughtering  and  diseases  found  in  post  mortem  examina- 


tion are  shown  below.

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17  pigs  affected  with  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  were 
condemned  and  920  were  diseased  in  some  way,  the  most  common 
disease  in  this  category  was  pneumonia.  1 cow  was  condemned 
during  the  year.  This  cow  had  shown  ante-mortem  signs  of  illness 
and  on  post  mortem  examination  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
acute  toxaemia  due  to  intestinal  disorder  causing  extensive  periton- 
itis. 27  beasts  and  49  cows  were  diseased  in  some  way  other  than 
tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis.  The  most  common  trouble  being 
distomatosis. 

Tubercular  lesions  were  observed  in  22  beasts  and  89  cows  and 
affected  parts  were  condemned.  633  pigs  were  affected  in  this  way, 
the  most  common  seat  of  infection  being  the  head.  1 cow  was 
condemned  with  generalised  tuberculosis.  This  cow  showed  no 
clinical  symptoms  and  was  in  good  condition  but  miliary  tuber- 
culosis of  both  lungs  and  other  extensive  acute  lesions  were  observed 
on  post  mortem  inspection.  25  pigs  were  condemned  during  the 
year  for  tuberculosis. 

More  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  noted  during  the  period  a 
trend  noticed  in  some  other  areas.  4 cases  were  recorded,  cysts 
being  found  in  the  head  in  three  instances  and  in  the  heart  in  the 
fourth.  All  were  beasts  of  excellent  quality  and  after  the  prescribed 
cold  storage  treatment  were  released  for  sale,  with  the  exception 
of  the  part  infested.
